ers of Kentucky constitutional amend- 
nwnts for the establishment of prohi- 
bition and woman's suffrage. 

Tae effect of this un< x.)ected ('ev 
opment, coming suddenly and imme 
diately after the natiomil election, it 
appears, however,- waa not the re- 
sultof "snap judgment," but rather 
a carefully considered and matured 
plan for the settlement, for all time to 
come, of these two questions. . 

The situation la clearly "set forth in 
The Times, which assert.s the belief 
that the agitation of these issues has 
"reached a point whert their settle* 
ment will do more to clear the air of 
Kentucky, politically and commerci- 
ally, than any other agency. ' While 
the suffnme question is not consider- 
ed very si4%||9ly— in fsct f is viewed 
more of a fad ' tnsii :in issue there 
seems to be a t,'rim determniation t( 
rid politics in Kentucky of the thorn 
of prohibitMM, whioh, wKloabtedly 
wookl be a point gained iewiard bet- 
ter government. 

In brief, Kentucky democraey has

Urges Help For EuropcM 
WarSdieren. 



Washint'ton, Nov. HI. President 
Wilson formally by proclamation des- 
i g la d Tburaday, November 30, as 
Thanksgiving day. Here follows the 
Presklent's proctamation: 

"It has long been the cu8fr)m of our 
people to turn in the fruitful autumn 
of the year in praisa and thanksgiving 
to Almighty God for Hla BMiny bless- 
ings and mercies to us and the na- 
tion. 

The year that has afaipaed since 
we last obse rv ed oar day of tbanks- 

givini; has bqen rich in blessings t" 
us as a people, but the whole face of 
the world has been darkened by war. 
in the nudst of our peace and happi- 
new, our tbooghti dwell upon the 

sruggles and sutTerings of th'' l iitioiis 
at war and of the peoples upon whom 
war hli lirouglit disaalar without 
choice or poaaibility of eacapo on their 
[>art. We cannot think o( oar own 
happiness without thinkiBg of their 
pitiful distress. 

"Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil 
son, President of the United States of 
America, do appoint Thursday, the 
thirtieth of Noveml)er, as a day of 
national thanksgiving and pnyer, and 
urge and advise Am people to resort 
to their several places of worship on 
that day to render thanks to Almigtity 
(iodforthe blessings of peace and 
unbroken prosperity uniich it has be^ 
stowe<i i\\mn our beloved country iin 
such unstinted measure. 

"And I also urge and suggest our 
duty in this our day of peace and 
abundance to think in deep empathy 
of the stricken peoples of the world 
upon whom the curse and torror of 
war has so pitilessly fallen and to con- 
tribute out of aboadant meaas to the 
relief of their sufferings. • 

"Our people could in no better way 
show their real attitude toward the 
present atruggle of natioa^^ t|)g^^ 
contributing out of their abundance 
to the relief of the suffering which 
the war has brought in its train. 

"In witness whereof 1 have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the seal 
of the United States to be affixed. 
;^"[)oiic ,it the city of Wa.shingfon, 
this 17tli day of November, in the 
year, of our Lord, 1916, and of the 
Independence of the United States 
the 141st.
